raise enough money to meet school 
costs without levying as much as 
124 mills.

ceive additional aid from the state 
In cases where a 124-mill levy, 
plus 
regular 
state 
aid, 
fails to 
cover a district's obligations, the 
state makes up the difference. 


The so-called unit operating al­ 
lowance was set by the House bill 
at $1,725 for each teacher - class­ 
room unit. That is a $300 increase 
trom the present $1,425 allowance, 
but $75 lower than the $1,800 rec­ 
ommended by the House Educa­ 
tion Committee. 


The school bill as it stands is 
about 3 4 million dollars above the 
amount recommended by DiSalle.

P re m ie r Nikita K hrushchev, who 
prides himself on being brutally 
blunt, never outdid that one. 


Twice 
at his news conference 
T hursday—his first since becom ­ 
ing secretary of state — H erter 
tried to say he was pessim istic 
about success in the American-So­ 
viet talks which resum e Monday 
at Geneva. 


He didn’t actually say he was 
pessimistic. He just said he w asn ’t 
optimistic. Ju st a short tim e ago 
at G eneva he finished six weeks 
of talks with the Soviets and got 
nowhere. This next go-round m ay 
last weeks, too. 
Then one of the 190 new sm en— 
who crowded into the State D e­ 
p artm en t auditorium to see him 
perform 
w here 
his 
predecessor. 
John 
F oster 
Dulles, 
had 
held 
forth so often—asked him near the 
end of the 40-minute conference: 
“ Mr. S ecretary, if you could use 
only one word to describe your 
feelings as you head back toward

Twice he

Su pposedly filming the tou r, 
they stu ck close to Underwood and 
the eight other U.S. gov ernors with 
whom he v isited the Sov iet Union. 
Becau se of prior com m itm ents, 
Underwood and Gov . William G. 
Stratton of Illinois cu t short the ir, 
trip and retu rned to this cou ntry 
last weekend. The other gov ernors 
are still in Ru ssia. 
Underwood was in the USSR 10 
day s, v isiting Moscow, Lcingrad, 
Kiev and nearby areas. Y esterday , 
he held his first news conierence 
since his retu rn. Like any other 
Am erican ju st back from his iirst 
trip abroad, the 36 -y ear-old gov er­ 
nor enjoy ed talking abou t it. 
Unless the ev er - present photo­ 
graphers were secret police — and 
Underw’ood was only half seriou s 
abou t the possibility — the v isiting 
gov ernors saw “ v ery little e v i- 
dence of policemen or the mili­ 
tary .” 
I 
“ We all mov ed abou t with a 
great deal m ore treedom than we 
ex pected.” Underwood said. T h e 
only things the v isitors were ask- 
, ed not to photograph were the bod- 
*ies of Lenin and Stalin, which lie 
in a tomb open to the pu blic in 
Moscow’s Red Squ are, and a jewel 
collection in a mu seu m in Lenin­ 
grad. 
“ We were allowed to take pic­ 
tu res in the atom ic energy plant 
8 0 miles from Moscow. I don’t 
know what pictu res of that place 
cou ld rev eal any w ay .” 
Underwood thou ght may be t h e 
fu ll rou nd of activ ity was intend­ 
ed to leav e the gov ernors too little 
tim e to see any thing bu t what the 
Ru ssians wanted them to see.

Q. Does working after 60 short­ 
en life? 
A. There seems to be no scientific 
study on which to base an an­ 
swer. Meaningful information of 
this sort would be hard to ob­ 
tain. For one thing, people do 
not retire “at random.” Life ex­ 
pectancy of all people who no 
longer work after 60 is no doubt 
shorter than those who continue 
to work, simply because many of 
the former have retired due to 
poor health. 


Q. I understand that doctors 
note have a way of treating 


leukemia br giving injections 
of bone narrow, Is such treat­ 
ment effective? 
A. The treatment referred to has 
been used in animal experiments 
but only a few humans have been 
so treated. Large doses of total 
body irradiation are first given 
to “kill off” the cancer cells. 
Bone marrow cells are then 
given to help the body recover 
from the irradiation. Authorities 
say that this method of treatment 
can hardly be touted as generally 
useful at this time. Such investi­ 
gations provide basic knowledge 
and may be tried experimentally 
in certain patients but the cure 
for leukemia will probably lie 
along different lines.
